RE: Support of Professional Service Ordinance to provide Inspection Services to 
the Water Resources Department. 


BACKGROUND: 


The divestiture of the Civil City Technical Services Department that previously 
performed the construction inspection services for the Division of Utilities has prompted 
the Utilities to explore various options for inspection services. The Utility at this time 
has opted to hire outside consulting firms to perform construction related inspection 
services on Developer and City Capital Improvements projects. 


SUPPORT: 


This ordinance will provide the Division of Utilities with contracted inspection services 
for new sanitary sewers, water mains and stormwater facilities on private developments 
and Utility funded Capital Improvements projects. This project provides the Utility with 
outside personnel to perform observations and testing services during the construction 
of new sanitary sewers, water mains, and stormwater facilities to ensure compliance 
with Utility Standards and Specifications. The firms will be hired on an as needed 
basis and will be paid on an hourly basis. The private development inspection services 
are a pass through cost, with the Utility hiring the Inspector, and then charging the 
Developer for the cost of the inspection services. The Capital Improvement inspection 
services will be paid for by the respective department as part of the cost of the 
improvement. 


By approving this ordinance the Utility will realize the following benefits: 


Hire outside consultants on an as needed basis - pay for what we use. 
No full time staff needed to perform full time inspection services. 
Flexibility on manpower requirements. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The Water Resources Department recommends support of this ordinance for the 
following reasons: 


The outsourcing of construction inspection services will allow the Utilities to 
hire minimal staff. 

The costs associated with Utility Capital Projects are included in the budgets 
of the propose projects. 

The costs associated with Developer sponsored capital projects are borne by 
the developer on a pass through basis. 

Inspection services are on an on call basis. No Utility staff sitting idle when 
there is no inspection work. 

Contracts for Developers would not be approved since the Utility would not 
be able to provide adequate inspection of new facilities.
